Llty Census propositions 

A plurality of 

A special U.S. census of 
Sierra Madre was asked by the 
City Council last week, so that choosing 
the city might share “more library building, 
equitably” in subventions in 
the form of gas tax and motor 
vehicle license fees. 

It was estimated that the 
census would show Sierra Mad¬ 
re had 631 more water meters 
than reported in the April 1950 
census. Since these subventions 
accrue on a per-capita basis, 
it was pointed out that a later 
census definitely would bene¬ 
fit the city. 

From the two sources (gas 
tax and license fees) Sierra 
Madre gets $6.55 per capita. 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker explained that by mul¬ 
tiplying this by the estimated 
population increase, a total of 
$4133.05 could be realized. 

On that basis, cost of the 
special census ($1090) could 
be “washed” if the city gained 
only 200 new citizens in the 
first year, Councilman Henry 
Korsmeier pointed out. 

Mr. Korsmeier moved that 
the necessary steps be taken 
for requesting the census. Mrs. Pamela Campion, home

We are not expecting a fire 
as long as everything is as 
wet as now—BUT—there have 
been fires in the midst of a 
heavy rain. The writer well re¬ 
members driving “Old Snort” 
through a thick, wet rain. The 
danger of fire now remains 
mostly from the effects of over¬ 
heated furnaces or stoves, etc. 

When we are so very comfort¬ 
able at home and the wind 
and rain blows outside, we 
must not become too satisfied 
with our safety. Make certain 
that the heater is working al¬ 
right. Press the walls for excess 
heat. Your automatic control 
may not be at work and con¬ 
tinuous heat can and will over¬ 
heat the walls. This, we have 
found out. 

More and more care is being 
put into action when heaters 
are installed. Fireplace flues 
are also a source of fire dan¬ 
ger. The flue must be properly 
screened and kept clean. Keep 
a well guarded screen in front 
of the fireplace as well. 

It is not safe to retire with 
an open fire in the fireplace 
popping out sparks into the 
room. We have many articles 
that will take fire very easily.

Water Bills 
Would ‘Hit’ 
Twice as Hard 


Saturday, May 3, is the day 
set for the Girl Scout festival.

The proposed ordinance 
which was introduced and giv¬ 
en its first reading last 
week, would provide for a bi¬ 
monthly system of billing. 

“We’ve worked it out to ‘hit’ 
when the Edison Company 
doesn’t hit,” explained Coun¬ 
cilman Lawrence Washburn. 
What he meant was that the 
water and electricity bills 
would descend on household¬ 
ers on alternate months. 

There is no increase in wa¬ 
ter rates included in the pro¬ 
posed measure.

Nacho 
Haines, 62 Windsor Lane, and 
Sgt. Bennett Thill, 59 E. Grand¬ 
view, received their discharges 
Tuesday at Fort Ord and arriv¬ 
ed in town the next day. 

“All the boys said to say 
hello to the folks in Sierra 
Madre,” reported Private First 
Class Haines. 

He advised residents not to 
worry about the local men. 
“The boys are doing OK,” he 
said, “and they’re just as safe 
as they would at home.” 

Haines explained that the 
Heavy Mortar Company’s pres¬ 
ent position is about a quarter 
mile from the front lines. “As 
far as I know, there have been 
no casualties in the local com¬ 
pany,” he stated. 

Both Haines and Thill, who 
served 5 weeks in the Korea 
combat zone, spent 10 months 
in Japan after the 40th In¬ 
fantry Division went overseas 
from Camp Cooke. 

Haines pointed out that many 
of the Sierra Madreans may be 
coming home ahead of sched¬ 
ule under the Army’s “phase 
out” program. He w'as slated 
for discharge on April 4, but 
was released more than a week 
earlier.
